El Nino hit New Mexico friday afternoon and didn't leave until sunday 
after midnight. Socorro received over 5.5 in. of rain over the weekend, 
an amazing amount for the desert (our annual rainfall is 9.5 inches). 


Inspite of that, setup the station at the VLA observatory, just at the 
beginning of the north arm, where Jodie Foster sat with her laptop in 


the movie CONTACT when she first heard the signals from space. It was 
drizzling, but got up the St. Louis vertical and inverted vee. About 

the 3rd QSO on 20M, it turned into a category 23 or something rain. So 

I retreated to a lean-too building that covers the liquid nitrogen tanks 
for the waveguide system and operated from there. No sides, just a top, 
so still kinda wet. With these various interuptions, operated from about 
2pm to the 6pm close with 30 Q's on 20M and 17 on 40M, 21 SPC's fora 
meager 3948 points. However, adding the FYBO (Freeze Your B___ Off) 
multiplier for the cold/humidity factor takes it up to 17 million points, 
in round numbers. 


It WAS fun. Finally got Alaska thanks to AL7FS ... good job Jim. Worked 
a good number of 900 milliwatters, most sporting good signals into NM, 
such as N6WG (working WA6NAE), WE6W, N7CEE ... and a bunch of 2 watters. 
The ROUGEST QSO award goes to KIJ3V, 3W in AL. Got his 33N exchange first 
time, but took forever to QSL that call in the mud. He hung in there for 
ten tries like a trooper. Thanks. Then down on 40M, went through the 
same thing with AC5AN (Bob) with lightning all around me ... but we made it. 
Then of course the regular kilowatters were there ... K10J, N4BP, N4ROA, 
K5ZTY and the like. Gosh those guys always sound good in NM. I missed 
working most of the AZ gang for some reason, and did snag WQORP on his 
virgin mission.

I had the guard take a photo of me at the first station setup with the 
VLA antennas behind me. It was drizzling and the visability was only a 
few antennas.

I've been reading two threads close to me, one is about cw and its 
demise and use for testing, the other its use in emergency-support 
communications. 


Below is my proposal for the future testing requirements for VHF/UHF, 
General, Advanced, Extra class licenses. It mirrors some of what I 
have seen here. If you agree with this proposal take it with you to a 
club meeting and have all like minded ARRL members sign on. If 

you want more particulars send me an e-mail directly. 


As for cw use during support comm. I have been the EC of Carroll 
county MD for three years (I just turned it over to N3JIA/Rich a 
Tech+) and I found it impossible to get anyone on cw during an SET 
Simulated Emergency Test. This year I hope to activate a cw transfer 
station (HWLOC- Health & Welfare Local to Out of County - or something 
like that) on October 4th the SET date for 1997. 


If you folks are so worried about the use of cw for emergency support 
comm then I suggest you get off your duffs and volunteer to do it for 
your local EC I'm sure he/she would be very glad to see you. I know 
for a fact that the MSN (Maryland Slow Net) which was up during the 
entire SET in 1996 had not even one piece of traffic pass through it. 
The MDD (Md, DC, Del) high speed cw traffic net had some traffic, and 
the MEPN (Md Emergency Phone Net) had too much traffic. 


CW for emergency support comm is needed. And to put it to best use it 
must be practiced. So go and do it. If your area is activating 
during this year's SET I invite you to send a test health & welfare cw 
message to N3JIA/EC/Carroll County MD. 


Yes the other modes are needed. But if the need should ever arise for 
CW who will be prepared to use it if you don't get out there and 
practice CW traffic handling? 


I'll be on MDD and MSN if I can this year Oct 4 for SET '97. I hope 
to hear you there. 


Ham Band Proposal, KE3FL 9/5/97 

I believe I've come up with a proposal that will satisfy those who 
want more SSB privileges, those who want to retain the CW 
requirements, and those who want a simpler structure. I have reduced 
the requirement for the Advanced CW test from 13 WPM to 10 WPM, and 
the General from 13 WPM to 5 WPM. Since 10 WPM is twice the speed of 
5 WPM my proposal extends the CW privileges for an Advanced license 
holder to twice as much band space as the General. 


Much stock is placed in a name, as was stated in the article in QST. 
However, I think a good name for the first license class would be 
VHF/UHF or V/UHF and not "Basic" class. The word basic indicates a 
beginner, as I guess the ARRL was trying, to do. Yet the proposed 
Basic license is anything but a beginners license. No other test is 
required, to gain more VHF/UHF privileges so, in that sense, it is 
not a beginners license. It could be made a more basic license by 
limiting the license class to five Watts output power. If we give 
all V/UHF privileges to these license holders (and I see no reason 
not to) I would recommend that the test be substantial on knowledge 
in operating procedures, V/UHF characteristics, and all rules and 
regulations for this part of the spectrum. I really like the name 
"VHF-UHF" or "V/UHF." On the amateur license it would say, "Operator 
Privileges: VHF-UHF." I don't think anything could be more clear. 


As for the HF privileges, my overall structure is four classes: 
V/UHF, General, Advanced, Extra. In reality, there are six classes: 


V/UHF, General, Advanced/CW, Advanced/SSB, Extra/CW, and Extra/SSB. 
I recommend that one need not pass the Advanced or Extra CW tests if 
all one wants are the SSB privileges, and vice versa. 


The idea is very simple: ALL tests passed convey more privileges. 
The crux of the proposal is to separate CW from SSB privileges. 


If the FCC wants to keep track of these privileges, then a simpler HF 
class nomenclature might need to be proposed. Something like: 


Operating privileges: V/UHF, HF: CW Class 1, SSB Class 2 
instead of: 


Operating privileges: V/UHF, HF: CW Extra, SSB General 


The band usages are conferred in the following manner: 


Test Comments/Covers 
VHF-UHF All rules and regulations on the use of the VHF and UHF 
bands, allowed bands, frequencies, power, and modes. Any 
technical topics deemed necessary. (I think they should 
be extensive technical questions concerning the V/UHF 
bands/frequencies. ) 


General 5 WPM CW allows the use of small portions of CW band on all 
allowed CW bands. (Half the size of the Advanced bands, and 
one-fourth the size of the Extra bands.) 

* Written: All rules and regulations covering all the HF 
bands. All bands, frequencies, power(s), and modes 
allowed for ALL HF license classes. Any technical topics 
deemed required. This should include circuits like the 
old beginner tests so that this person could recognize a CW 
and SSB receiver and transmitter, perhaps even build a 
simple one using today's electronics. [IF the V/UHF 
license is limited to 5W; then include questions of a 
technical nature to allow the full use of the V/UHF bands 
in this test. ] 


Advanced 10 WPM CW. If passed, the person can now use twice as much 
CW band space. (Twice the size of the General bands and 
half the size of the Extra bands.) 

*x More SSB band privileges conferred upon passing another 
written exam more strongly technical in nature than the 
General exam. Again, the allowed SSB band usage increases 
by a factor of 2. 


Extra 20 WPM CW. If passed, the person can now use all the 
allotted CW band space. 
*x All SSB band privileges conferred upon passing another 
written exam more strongly technical in nature than the 
Advanced exam. 


Those who pass the General exams should be allowed some portion of the 
CW and SSB bands used by DX'ers, again one fourth as much as an 
Extra. 


There isn't any good reason to reduce the size of the CW/digital 
portions of the bands and place them into the phone portion. During 
normal operation, there is plenty of room in the phone bands and, 

in my opinion, there is enough poor use of the phone spectrum to make 
adding more spectrum counter-productive. Leave the CW/digital 
portions alone or, better yet, expand them.

Well friends, I used the QRP Afield contest to test out 
my homemade 555 based electronic keyer. Mostly how long 
it would last with a 3 yr old, 9V Ni-Cd battery and a 
1Kohm current limited reed relay. 


Prior to the test, operated the keyer nearly 2 hours with 

basic qso's. Put in 40 minutes at WSN-40. Started my QRP/A 
work 2 hours into the contest an worked 6 hours. The battery 
died with 10 minutes left. I checked the battery and there 

was plenty of life in it. So I'm going to a 470 ohm load for 
the relay and see how low the batter can go. With the increased 
current drain, but lower operating voltage possibility, I'm not 
sure if I'll get more time out of it. 


I got excellent reports on the OHR-100 before the contest. But 
switched to the HW-8 for 20/40 operation. I was full battery, 
portable, and 900 mW. Unfortunately, I found out later that 

my power connector wires were missing a few strands and the 
HW-8 had developed some type of hum/chirp in the signal. The 
keyer worked FB and the wattmeter was checked often for 900 mW 
output power after tune-up. 


Results:18 Q's on 20 meters. 0 on 40. 40 meters was awful 
here and found no contesters at 7040 or 7110 +/- 3 Kc's. I

Low Power Folk - 


I thought a trip to the Zuni Loop was in order for this year's QRP Afield.

Funny you should ask! I recently cut one for 15 meters to use as an elevated 
ground plane vertical! 


Often the antenna books tell you to cut the radials about 5% longer than the 
radiating element. What I have done in the past and just did for my G-2 
vertical was the following: 


1. Using and ohmmeter, I found out which of the screw terminals was connected 
to the coax center connector and which was on the shield. I marked a big black 
"G" on the insulator next to the shield terminal. 


2. I cut two elements for 21 MHz on the long side. By the usual 234/F (MHZ) 
formula this worked out to 21.14 ft. To be on the safe side, I cut each to 
21'6". 


3. Now I connected the elements to the center insualted terminals and set 
up the 

antenna as an inverted vee. The center was up about 15 feet and the ends 
approx 10 

feet above ground. 


4. Using an Autek RF-1, I measured the frequency where the SWR was lowest. 
It was 
somewhat below 21 MHz. I then recorded the frequency! 


5. Now I lowered the dipole low enough to be able to reach the ends and cut 
off 

about 1 inch from both elements. By formula, a 1.3 inch change in length 
should move 

the resonant frequency about 200 kHz. 


6. Next I remeasured the lowest SWR frequency and recorded it, too to 
estimate the 
frequency change. 


7. The above process was repeated until the SWR was lowest close to 21.1 
MHz. This is close enough to cover both the QRP frequency of 21.06 and 
novices at 21.15. 


8. Finally, I cut two more elements exactly the same length and connected 
them to the 
"G" terminal after lowering the antenna to ground. 


Now I had a GP antenna with a 1/4 wave radiating element and three 1/4 wave 
radials. 


To support the antenna weight, I tied the support line to the center 
insulator then 

ran the vertical element up the support line, tying it off loosely. That 
way the 

vertical element wire doesn't have any strain. 


As a final check, I hoisted the antenna up a non-conducting PVC mast with 
the tip at 

about 20 feet and tied off the radials symmetrically around in a circle. A 
final SWR check showed a value of less than 1.5:1. By changing the vertical 
slope of the radials 

you can get very close to 1:1, but 1.5:1 is great! 


So far 15 has been dead when I have found the time to put up the portable 

GP. Unfortunately there was no time so see how effective it was in QAF, but 
once 15 

heats up permanently, I'll try it out in one of the lcoal parks some Saturday 
afternoon.

>Anyway, personally, I don't like to run a rig "hot" direct from the AC 
>mains. If you can't find a proper high voltage transformer, a couple of low 
>voltage guys connected "back to back" will give you what you need for a QRP 
>TX. 

Steve, I was concerned about getting shocked by 120 vac, myself. That's 

why I built the "Fierce 1-Watter" in a plastic chassis. The ground wire 

on all modern electrical outlets is an AC return and provides assurance 

that the chassis or ground buss is not "hot" in relation to any other 
grounded equipment. With a VOM, the "hot" lead on the 3-wire AC line was 
determined. It is probably building code that says it should always be a 
particular side of the AC wall plug but I wasn't aware of it. I think it 


would be a good idea to find out which side is "hot" in relation to the 
ground lug, anyway, when building an AC-DC rig. 


I was even concerned about the cathode keying of the 117L7/M7 tube and, not 
wanting any chance of shock to be presented to the user (me), I placed an 
11,000 ohm resistor between the 160 vdce B+ and a 12 volt, 1 watt zener. That 
provided a 12 volt source with which I could key a 12 volt reed relay which 
in turn connected the cathode to ground when I held the key down. Voila!!! 

A "Shockless" AC-DC rig! The same approach can be applied to an AC-DC 
receiver, as well, regards assurances that the chassis or ground buss was 

at "ground" potential. 


The next project is going to be a 50L6 oscillator driving a pair of 35L6s 
in the final with a pi-network output! The filament string will take the 
120 volts AC and I'll use a diode to rectify the AC for 165-175 VDC for the 
plate. Believe me, I'll take the same care about any exposed voltages as 
with the "Fierce 1-Watter"!!!

My friend, KF2EW just finished building a Cascade and I had given him 
some mods I found on the WEB. The 2 we did was to change the final 
transistor to a MRF237 and to change the choke feeding the +12 volts to 
the final collector into a 4 to 1 impedance transformer. Before we 
changed the choke the rig put out a reading of 1 watt (actually the 
wattmeter was not calibrated for use on 3.5 MHz and the rig was probably 
putting out over 2 watts) . I had a core that they used for the RF 
choke so I wound up some #26 wire on an electric drill and wound 10 
bifilar turns on the core. The center tap of the windings(formed by the 


start of one winding and the end of the other winding) goes to the 
collector and one feelead goes to +12 and the other to the output 
lowpass filter. The output doubled. I took an accurate power output 
measurement and the modified Cascade was putting out 5.4 watts on 80 
meters.

Having acquired a VERY early model OHR400, I wonder if anyone can help me 
with a particular problem? The radio works well, apart from the agc, which 
seems totally ineffective. No apparent wiring or component problems. The agc 
generating circuitry does actually produce a voltage which varies with 
strength of incoming signals. 


I am aware that some component changes were suggested by OHR after a critical 
review in DL-QTC journal, but I do not think any related to the agc (my 
command of german is not that good!). I also find the xtal filter selectivity 
very tight. 


Any help/references to mod. info will be gratefully appreciated. Thanks! 


BTW, reading QRP-L, I am intrigued by the number of guys trying to extract 

the last milliwatt from QRP txs. The other day I ran out of battery power for 
my Sierra/AT11 HF station and dug out an old CB type 12v PSU which I pressed 
into service. Some time later, I keyed up and heard the click of the power 
meter needle hitting the end stop (at 3 watts). The Sierra was, all of a sudde 
n, giving 5 watts on 80m rather than the usual 2.5 or so. To cut a long story 
short, the regulator in the PSU was shorted and 25 volts was being applied to 
the rig and ATU! Both survived (at least an hour's exposure to this 
overvoltage), but do not recommend this as a means of upping the output!

Howdy, 


No doubt you can build/operate an AC/DC direct line powered rig safely. 
Provided you take precausions. Making sure your AC outlet is wired right 
is the first step. For a few bucks you can buy a plug tester at the 
hardware store to find out. As Ron said, "don't take it for granted it's 
wired right" 


I'm too lazy to pull one of my antique AC/DC radios off the shelf to find 
out for sure, but I seem to remeber that these radios don't have a direct 
connection to the metal chassie. A capacitor is used to "ground" the 
chassie to the circuit "ground". You will still get a "tingle" if the plug 
is in the wrong way, but not a big shock. Millions of these radios were 
made and used safely. Somehow, I doubt they'd get the UL label or OSHA 
approved today. Those darn regualtors again :-) 


However, I still personaly don't like the idea. You can find low power 1:1 
isolation transformers in surplus catalogs at resonable prices. You can 
connect two filment transformers "back to back". I know this adds some 
additonal complexity, weight and size, but I feel it's worth it. 


Either way, just be careful around high voltages!

I've been reading with interest the various postings about baluns, and 
how to go from coax output to ladder line feed. 

In the RadioWorks catalog, there's a suggestion that a 1:1 balun might 
be a better choice than a 4:1 for situations such as "ladder line-fed 
loops and other antennas which develop low to moderate impedances." 

The catalog gives the example of an 80 meter dipole used on 160 meters, 
which would present a very low feedpoint impedance, often far below 50 
ohms. The 1:1, they say, is a better choice here. "A 4:1 ...is looking 
for loads above 100 ohms." 

Incidentally, they claim to have burned up several transmatches while 
trying to test the power-handling capabilities of their RemoteBalun One, 
which was undamaged. 

I'm using a RadioWorks Y1-5K, which is 1:1, to a ladder-line-fed 100 
foot dipole. Seems to work fine. Settings on the MFJ 949E are "by the 
book". The balun's rated at 5 kw, so it seems to run cool with five watts 
<g>. 

The RadioWorks catalog, IMNSHO, is a good buy at four bucks -- lots of 
info, antenna designs, etc. Even better when it comes for free, as mine 
did with my order.

a champ and the ZM-1 tuned it with ease. Apex was about 40 feet. 
I'll take this ant on the next day-hike. Again, the sling shot & 

2 oz weight nailed the tree at the lake & at home on the first blast. 


Was surprised to copy 9 mw from WB3AAL, I even asked him to repeat 
it once. I would have asked again but with his good 339 coming into 
Georgia, Ron would have thought I couldn't copy CW. Nice job Ron. 
Cam/N6GA fooled me with a club call. He was my only CA QSO & best DX. 


8 contacts on 40m, 13 contacts on 20m, with 12 SPC := 1008 points, 
and a very enjoyable QRP'test, thanks NEQRP.
